2. Claim 15 is amended. 

3. Claims 1-14 are canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claim 15 is allowed. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Claim 15 is allowable over the art of record because the prior art does not teach 
or suggest that a process for manufacturing a printed wiring board including: 

the laminated film is treated with the first treatment liquid including 
mixtures of approximately 5 to 15 % by weight each of sulfuric acid and 
hydrochloric acid at temperatures of 30 to 55° C over a period of 2 to 40 seconds 
and further treated with the second treatment liquid including aqueous potassium 
permanganate/KOH solution having the potassium permanganate concentration 
of 1 0 to 60 g/l at temperatures of 40 to 70° C over a period of 1 0 to 60 seconds. 

After carefully review the specification and the claims in the application 
and art search, considering what is claimed as a whole that the aforementioned 
limitations are believed to render said claim 15 thereof patentable over art of 
record.
